Editorial. 


One of the noticeable features of the 
seeking of positions this year is the irre 
sponsibility of candidates. We do not ob 
ject either as to the expediency or the mor. 
ality of delaying an answer within reason 
able bounds. Two cases have occurred with 
in the past few days, of men who have ac 
cepted good situations at good salaries, ani! 
have continued their search actively fo 
better places. Bach has been elected to « 
better situation and without warning to the 
first boards have accepted the later situa- 
tions. 

Note that these positions were not thrust 
upon them. The men deliberately sought 
them after having accepted other situations 
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which had been too good to lose. In each 
case they are liable to involve the Boards 
first employing them in embarrassment 
since teachers of their subjects and ability 
are far more scarce now than at that date. 

Have teachers in general such elastic 
consciences? These men rely upon agree- 
ments to employ them to hold the board, 
while themselves immediately violating its 
spirit. They would be the first to proclaim 
far and wide the injustice of the Board 
should their election be set aside because a 
more promising candidate appears. 

In neither case is there legal redress, al- 
though thereby the moral responsibility of 
these men is greater, since the Boards pur- 
posely held caucus elections early in order 
to come to agreement with them. Such con- 
duct is unprofessional. 





Prof. W. M. Mackay, principal of the Chi- 
co High School, in his annual report says: 

“Last year there were 167 high schools in 
California. In the matter of average daily 
attendance, Chico High School stood num- 
ber 24, and in regard to the number in its 
graduating class it was ranked seventeenth. 
For the purpose of comparison and contrast 
it might be well to compare the school’s 
class of thirty with what other schools, that 
had regular graduating classes, gave as 
their numbers in the last report of State 
Superintendent Kirk. Therein Alameda is 
credited with 36, Oroville 6, Colusa 8, Wil- 
lows 3, Pomona 19, Stockton 30, Redding 4, 
Vallejo 10, Sutter 3, Red Bluff 8. Some of 
the schools are beginning to count as grad- 
uates students that complete a two years’ 
course of study, and indeed in some cases 
those who finish a single year’s work. It 
should be the policy of this school in the 
future, as in the past, to enroll among its 
alumni only those who have had four full 
years’ work. A certificate is given upon de- 
mand to any one comp!*ing two years’ 
work in bookkeeping or two years’ work in 
stenography and typewriting. 

“In the matter of accrediting, the univer- 
sity has accredited the school in every sub- 
ject that has been examined. Two new 


subjects were added to our course one year 
ago—physiography and mechanical drawing. 
Though no examiners visited us, I feel con- 
fident that the university authorities will 
give our students credit in these two sub- 
jects. Although only 15 units are required 
for entrance to the University ef California, 
this school has now an accredited standing 
of 22 units. Not only have our teachers giv- 
en the school some reputation, but the 
school has helped to make our teachers well 
known. For the past two years one of the 
important high schools around the bay, with 
an enrollment of 750, has not been accredit- 
ed in such fundamental and important stud- 
ies as plane geometry, American history and 
government.”

Owing to incomplete data at the time of 
writing a full report of the recent meeting 
of the State Board of Education on June 29, 
at California Hall, on the University of Cal- 
ifornia campus, cannot well be given in this 
number. We expect to publish it in the Aug- 
ust number. 

The board adopted the following amend- 
ment to the rules regarding the granting 
of High School certificates to candidates for 
teachers’ licenses: 

“High School certificates may be issued 
to candidates who have received the bache- 
lor’s degree from a college requiiing not 
less than eight years of High School and 
college training and who submit evidence 
that in addition to the courses required for 
the bachelor’s degree they have successful- 
ly completed at least one-half year of grad- 
uate study in a university belonging to the 
Association of American Universities; 
which half-year of graduate study shall con- 
sist of advanced academic study (part of the 
time, at least, being devoted to one or more 
of the subjects taught in High School), and 
one-half year as student teachers in a well- 
equipped school of secondary grade, under 
conditions conforming to the requirements 
presented by the board as the minimum 
amount of pedagogy.

Miss Kate Ames, for two terms Superin- 
tendent of Schools in Napa county, has de- 


cided to enter the race for the Republic:n 
nomination for State Superintendent, ad 
has authorized the Star to announce tlie 
fact. This decision was reached by Miss 
Ames after consultation with many of tle 
leading educators of the State, who encour. 
aged her to seek the nomination for State 
Superintendent, promising her cordial sup. 
port. Miss Ames has had a most success!\)! 
career in educational work. Before begin. 
ning teaching she was a student in the San 
Jose Normal school. For a number of 
years she was a teacher in the Napa schoo! 
department, a position she filled with entire 
satisfaction. In 1894 she was nominated hy 
the Republicans of Napa county for superin-. 
tendent of schools and was elected by a 
large majority over her Democratic oppo- 
nent. After serving one term Miss Ames 
went to Stanford University and took a com- 
plete course in educational work and gradu- 
ated in May, 1902. In the fall of that year 
she was again nominated for County Super- 
intendent and was elected without opposi- 
tion, the Democrats not nominating a canii- 
date for that position. Miss Ames was secre- 
tary of the Northern California Teachers’ As- 
sociation for several years and was one of the 
vice-presidents of the State Teachers’ Asso- 
ciation in 1904. She is a member of the 
Council of Education, which is the advisory 
board of the State Teachers’ Association, 
and at present is chairman of its committee 
on State teachers’ reading course. She is 
also a member of the State Legislative com- 
mittee appointed jointly by the State Teach- 
ers’ Association and the Council of Educa- 
tion. For years Miss Ames has been a 
prominent speaker in the Council delibera- 
tions and on the State Teachers’ Association 
programs, and has been an instructor in 
many of the different county institutes. 
There is no question as to Miss Ames’ abil: 
ity for the high position she seeks, as her 
record as an educator clearly shows. 
Neither of the great political parties has 
ever nominated a woman for State Super- 
intendent, but Miss Ames is an indefatiza- 
ble worker, understands campaigning, and 
will lose no opportunity between now and 
convention time in impressing upon those 
who will have the nominating power, that 
she has claims for preferment that deserve 
recognition, and that she has the qualifica- 
tions necessary to do excellent work for (lie 
schools of the State if nominated and elect- 
ed Superintendent of Public Instruction.
